The chairman of the committee spoke in 

favor of the rates proposed and was attacked 
by H. 8. Martin, Marion, Kas., tha leader of 
the opposition, Former Lieut. Gov. W. A. 
Northcott of Springfield, III., who first led 
an agitation in favor of higher rates in 1895, 
when he was head consul, spoke for the 
adoption, saying: 
. “ Fraternal insurance bangs in the bal- 
ance. If it is to live we must act now and 
enact rates of insurance and regulations 
that will insure the substantiability and 
longevity of the Modern Woodmen.” 

Head Counsel Talbot, in a five minute ad- 
Gress, swept the delegates off their feet, 
closed the debate, and put the question to a 
vote. The delegations, though ordinarily 
voting by states, elected to go on record ag 
delegates. 

By a majority of 153 the committee report 
was accepted without amendment. Many 
explained that they were convinced that the 
revision was essential, but that they must 
vote in accordance with instructions. 


Cook County Supports Revision. 

Cook county, with its 163 camps and 28 000 
members, solidly supported the revision. The 
state of Illinois as a whole, however, stood 
comunitted for the revision by only one vote, 
64 voting for and 68 against. There are 
200,000 members in this state alone.

Relief for Members Over 45. 


In omer to give the largest possible pro- 
tectiog with the smallest possible assessment 
burden à further relief is made to members 
more than 45 years old. This isa concession 
of allowing a cash payment of §2 8 month 
for $1,000 protection with the right to charge 
the remaining $1 or more a month (sccord- 
fog to age) against their certificates, te be 
deducted with 4 per cent compound interest 

at death. This is purely optional 

Reinstatement tabies are made showing 
reduced protection on the present rates paid 
under the old rating, or increased payments 
under the new rating to retain the old protec- 
tion. Actuaries reckoned the old rates to 
be but 58 per cent adequate, so that the new 
tating, in the aggregate, will mean an in- 
crease of 47 per cent. 

Term rates for periods of life to 50, 60, and 
10 years of age, and ending at these ages, are 

A special feature of the revision. Old mem- 
bers with life certificates who do not wish to 
increase their assessments may elect before 
Jan. 1, 1918, to choose term insurance to one 
eof the three ages. Old members up to 90 
years of age may be rerated at their attained 
ages counting from the birthday nearest the 

Wate of the transfer. 


Offers Cheap Life Insurance. 


For instance, a member 55 years old can 
obtain $500 protection for a monthly pay- 
ment of $1.60, $1,000 protection for $3 a 
„month, and so on up to $3,000 protection 
Yor 89. On the $3,000 certificate he would be 
obliged to pay only-$6 a month if he wishes, 
the remainder being subtracted, with 4 per 
cent interest, from his certificate at the time 
of his death. 

New members are acceptable only between 
the ages of 18 and 45. Their expectancy of

STUBBS SAYS COLONEL WILL WIN. 

New York, Jan. 27.—Theodore Roosevelt 18 
not a candidate for the presidency, but never- 
theless will be nominated and elected, ac- 
cording to.a statement issued tonight by 
Walter Roscoe Stubbs, governor of Kansas, 
who lunched with the former president to- 
day at Oyster Bay. 

Gov. Stubbs is the second governor within 
twenty-four hours to say that he is going 
back home to work for Hocsevelt. 

“There is no doubt Col. Roosevelt will be 
nominated. by the Republli an convention in 
Chicago and elected the next president of 
the United States,“ reads Gov. Stubbs’ state- 
ment. 1 say this knowing from his per- 
sonal statements to me, repeated during a 
personal conversation today, that he is not 
a. candidate and Will not be a candidate for 
the nomination. I am convinced he means 
exactly whatihe says and that he honest.y 
and sincerely feels that he personally has 
nothing to gain by another term as presi- 
dent. 

“But Col. Roosevelt never has said to me 
or to any other living human being to my 
knowledge that he would refuse the nom!- 
nation if it came to him as the result of a 
genuine demand on the part of the American 
people 

“There is such a demand at ‘this time. 
All the information I have been able to 


clalg at a meeting Tuesday. The United 
Llrish Societies of Chicago will meet Tuesday 
to discuss the subject.

While the Irish. clubs were considering 
moves it was announced that the initial Chi- 
cago performance of # The Playboy of the 
Western World will be given on the first 
Tuesday of the engagement. The Anti-Cru- 
jelty society has purchased all the seats for 
the performance for its annual benefit. 


Drama League Approves Play. 

Additional support for the Players came 
from the Drama league when Mrs. A. Starr 
Best, president, held a conference with Lady 
Augusta Gregory, Irish playwright and 
petronness of the Players. Mrs Best de- 
clared the league would give the Players its 

earnest support and would indorse the pro- 
duction. 

„ Chleago will find itself on test intel- 
lectuedly,’’ said Lady Gregory. If I thought 
for a second there was anything improper or 
immoral in ‘The Playboy of the Western 
World’ I would withdraw it from the list of 
plays. But there is nothing of this sort and 
there is no cause for the agitation. 

“The play has been presented in Eng- 
land and in Ireland, and the censors have 
found nothing objectionable to eliminate. It 
is up to Chicago. We have plenty of other 
good plays to present should there be too 
much trouble about this one.”

BIG. EXODUS FROM CHICAGO. 


Local Oltietals Under. Cover; Militia 
Ordered to Act. 


The national ski ‘tournament at Cary) M1. 
was raided yesterday by a small but effective 
army of pickpockets, gamblers, “* cappers,”’ 
and come-on men. It looked as if the 
acum of Chicago’s’vice world had been swept 
from its hidden corners in the city where it 
had been packed away by the recent civil 
service crusade, and driven to the snow cov- 
ered banks of the Fox river. 

The officials of the tournament were humill- 
ated and angered. Their pride in the national 
winter sport of their fatherland was out- 
raged. They stormed around in vain trying 
to drive off the gamblers and crooks, The 
best they could do was to force the gamblers 
to move off the grounds of the Norge Ski club. 
This act spolled the game for half an hour, 
for it took about that long to move the gam- 
bling quarters outside the club’s quarters. 

Officials Keep Under. Cover. 

. Tf any representatives the loca) or coun- 
ty authority were pr t they did not an- 
nounce themselv orts to reach Sheriff 
A. H. Henderson and State’s Attorney David 


Henderson and Josiyn are the officials of Me- 
Henry county under whose policy of “law 
enforcement ’’ gambling of all kinds has put 
a blight on Fox Lake as a summer resort, 
thus keeping thousands of Chicagoans from 
one of the prettiest and most attractive places 
in the vicinity of Chicago. 

State Senator Johan Waage ot Chicago was 
the first to take any definite action against 
the gamblers, who were in a com- 
fortable tent a few feet from the clubhouse 
and at the foot of the hill down. which the 
skiers flew. He ordered Capt. Fred G. Naus- 
baumer, in command of the militia company, 
to r them off the grounds, Before that 
other officers of the national ski tournament 
had appealed to Mayor Harrison for advice 
and the mayor advised them to try to reach 
Gov. Deneen by wire and ask him to order 
the militia to arrest the gamblers. ° 

‘Mayor Promises His Aid. 

Senator Waage appealed to Mayor Harri- 
son for help, and the mayor, who was de- 
lighted with the spectacular leaps of the 
Norsemen and disgusted with the lawless- 
ness, promised assistance. On his return 
from Cary at night the mayor called up 
Capt. Halpin of: the detective bureau and 
ordered him to send fifteen detectives to 
arrest thieves on the trains and at the depot. 
It is believed the crooks will not operate 
today. 

One incident that helped mar the day was 
a drunken fight between two members of 
the militia company supposed to maintain 
order. 

It is doubtful that the gamblers reaped 
much of a harvest. The visitors of the tour- 
nament were too eager to see the skiers make 
their flights through the air to pay much 
attention to the roulette wheel and old-fash- 
ioned ‘‘surprise box game. Some gen- 
uinely surprising plays were seen at both 
gaming tables, where a small number of 
men won large sums of money. 

Pickpockets Work on Trains. 

In the club bar room, Arthur Lee, a Mil- 
waukee saloonkeeper, was robbed of $60, 
and on the special trains which carried the 
Chicago delegation to Cary five women and 
three men were victims of the pickpockets. 

For the last two years McHenry county 
has been the haven of Chicago gamblers, the 
one spot where they have never been dis- 
turbed by the state's attorney or the sheriff. 
Slot machins cluttered up the corners of 
every Cary saloon yesterday, just as they 
haved done in the past. The only time the 
slot machines have cease@*to operate around 
Fox Lake was when THE TRIBUNE has called 
attention to their existence. Raids by 
the sheriff and his men were arranged, but 
before they were executed the wachine⸗ 
invariably disappeared.

Private Charity Leads Way. 

This stinging criticism concludes the re- 
port: 

” However much private agencies for chlid 
care’ may be perfected, and whatever the 
standards by which they are guided, the best 
results cannot be obtained until public.ac- 
tivity is. on the same high plane. Those who 
administer. ‘provisions effecting children, in 
public as well as private station, must be 
both honest and efficient. This end cannot | 
be permanently insured until civil service 
laws in city, county, and state are honest!y 
and effectively administered. 
Developments of the last months, as re- 
cently revealed. show the depth to which 
the county civil gervice has fallen. Until 
civil sérvice laws under the administration 
of capable, patriotic citizens can be toned 
up to an intelligent responsiveness to child 
problems but little progress in public phases 
of child work can «be expected.“

“ Reprieves.were granted to these men on 
the satisfactory assurances that the case 
| would be presented to the Supreme court at 
its February term. It has been my uniform 
practice during both administrations to grant 
such reprieves where such assurances were 
given. It was also my practice as state’s at- 
torney of Cook county to stipulate for con- 
tinuances in capital cases where necessary in 
order ihat such cases might be presented to 
the Supreme court where assurances were 
given that such would be done. 

The constitution gives the right to every 
litigant to present. his case to the court of last 
resort and I do not think it would make for 
the enforcement of the law or maintain re- 
spect for it, not to permit this right to be 
exercised.

Austrian and Hungarian Governments 
to Raise Salaries of Clerke—Allow- 
ance for Children. 


VIENNA, Jan. 27.—The dearness of living, 
both in Austria and Hungary, has forced 
the governments to raise the salaries of pub- 
lic servants considerably, This will mean 
an additional expenditure of $15,000,000 to 
$20,000,000. . 

A feature of the Austrian scheme is that 


the salaries will rise automatically afte

Incidentally, I might explain the attitude 
of French and foreign offleers towards 
‘Major Dreyfuss, the prisoner of the Devil's 
island. It is quite true that he was con- 
‘victed on fraudulent testimony; and that 
his several trials were signalized by all sorts 
of the most glaring illegalities. The fact 
remained that he had undergone the most 
‘degrading of punishments, and that instead 
of obtaining his Uberty by acquittal and the 
establishment of his innocence he secured 
it by means of 4 pardon. 

He was restored for a time to the ranks of 
the army, in deference to purely civilian 
‘sentiment in France. But however much 
military men in France and abroad may 
have sympathized with his eufferinge and | 
the ‘tortures that he underwent after illegal 
conviction, there are but few who would 
care to associate with him any more as a 
brother officer. 


Will Act as Deterrent. 

From henceforth, therefore military and 
naval men will know that. if they are capt- 
uped in the act of espionage, they will on con- 
viction not only be subjected to the treat- 
ment of ordinary criminals, but will likewise 
forfeit for all time their commissions in 
the service of the country to which they 
belong. This is certain to act as 4 useful 
deterrent in many cases. 

In the past there has been an immense 
amount of what may be described as volun- 
tary esplonage by adventurous officers. 
who hoped that by obtaining some valuable 
bit of Information concerning foreign mil - 
tary and naval arrangements, plans, and 
defenses they would commend themselves 
to the favorable notice of their respective 
governments and thus place themselves in 
line for early promotion and for à brilliant 
future. 

Advancement in time of peace is neces- 
sarily slow, an successful espionage con- 
stituted a great temptation, especially as the 
punishment, if caught, entailed no dis- 
grace. : 

So irresistible did the Indueement in fact 
become, that last autumn the German war 
department became embarrassed by the 
extraordinary number of relatively unso- 
phisticated subalterns who, without any 
authority. were endeavoring to obtain pos- 
session of naval and military secrets of for- 
eign powers; going about in such a foolish 
Way as to invite suspicion, distrust, and 
needless irritation. 


German Army Order. 
The Berlin authorities, consequently, be- 
gan to discourage this volunteer espionage 
by officers, ordered that they should secure 
} definite’ permission before being allowed to 
travel abroad on leave of absence, that they 
should pledge themselves as to how and 
where that leave would be spent, and that 
if they proposed to engage in any “ intelli- 
gence” work—that is to say, esplonage~ |. 
they should temporarily relinquish their 
commissions, so that, if captured, they 
could be disavowed as civilians, instead of 
‘ being accountable as men holding the kaiser’s | 


Espionage Is Indispensable. 


A certain amount of espionage is s 
pensable Nö government and no war or 
navy department can dispense therewith. 
But from henceforth they will be content 
to depend upon the ordinary paid spy— 
that is to say, the nondescript individuals 
who make a nefarious, pecuniary business 
thereof, on thé one hand, and on the other 
upon certain carefuly chosen officers who 
realize that, if they get caught, they will be 
punished, not only by the power that captures 
them, but. also by thelr own government 
' With the confiscation of their commissions. 
The famous French Marshal Bugeaudé, 
whose writings are to this day standard 
works of military education in the army of | 
| France and in those of a number of other 
nations. expresses himself in his “Apergus 
sur Art de la Guerre,” in the following 
categorical manner: 

“ English, American, Russian, and German 
officers do not hesitate to assume disguises, 
as regards name, nationality, profession, 
‘and appearance. in order to secure informa- 
tion concerning the designs of a power 
which may become an enemy. In acting 
thus they are no more guilty of dishonorebie 
conduct or crime than the soldier is of mur- 
der with regard to the foe whom he kills in 
battle. Our French officers should be en- 
couraged to follow their-example.” ~— 


‘ Treatment of Lux. a 

That this doctrine no longer holds good 
ig best shown by the fact that when Capt. 
Lux of the Freneh general staff reached 
Paris after his filght from Glats, where he 
was undergoing German captivity for espion- 
age, he was received by the French war de- 
partment not with open arms but in a curt 
and discouraging manner, was ordered to 
hold his tongue, to avoid all notoriety, and, 
instead of receiving any promise of promo- | 
tion, was ordered to hold himself ready 
for trial by court martial for absence with- 
out leave, his espionage having been under- 
taken not by order of his euperjor officers 
but of his own volition. 

It will be interesting to see what attitude 
the United States government will now take, 
especially in dealing with the Japanese 
espionage, 80 prevalent in the Sagdwich 
islands and in the Philippines, and of spying 
not only by the Japanese but also by other 
foreign powers into the fortifications and 
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plans for defense of the Panama canal.

New York, Jan. 27 27.—{ Special: I- Prices on

Expect Further Drop in Prices. 

The purport of this statement was that 
while earnings from the tranaportation of 
crops might improve this.year there was no 
prospect of improvement in general condi- 
tions. 
the poor showing to be made by the Harri- 
man lines in their December statement, soon 
to be published, was also influential in fur- 
thering the drop in prices. The fortnightly. 
statement of the American Railway associa- 
tion showed a sharp decrease in the number 
of ‘idle cars between Jan. 3 and 17. 

This was unusually large, although during 
the corresponding period for 1910 and 1000 
reductions in the idle list were reported. 
The severe weather, which interfered with 
the free movement of cars, is held in part 
responsible for the decrease in the idle list, 
and it will be necessary to await further re- 
ports before feeling any assurance in draw- 
ing the inference that this decrease refiects 
substantial improvement in the general rail- 


road traffic situation. 


No Change in Money Situation.

This marked position of vetecal to re 
form cannot be maintained aud if per 
sisted in will compel the very. radical 
measures that thoughtful people in all 
stations of life hesitate to adopt. For 
all the evils of government ownership 
grow less upon each succeeding revela- 
tion of corruption and. oppression by pri- 
vate ownership. 5

revenue When brought to book by Gov-

The significant 
feature, however, is that with the excep- 
tion of the deffauding of the state of 
Illinois the offenses of the corporations have 
been greater againet the stockholders than 
they have been against the general public, 
and yet the stockholders apparently make 
no effort to protect themselves. Why is 
this? The reason is that the machinery 
ot corporation control is a thousand times 
more firmly intrenched, more insolent, and 
more ruthless than that of any political or- 
ganization has ever been. The organization 
in power can solicit proxies at the expense 
of the company, can control the stocks in 
the possession of insurance and trust com- 
panies, and can make financial’ war upon 
any insurgents. 

When two financial) barons go to war, as 
did Harriman and Fish some years ago, the 
small fry may line up with one or the other. 
It is but a choice of masters. Whatever 
views a man may dave as to radicalism 
or conservatism, as to public ownership or 
private enterprise, no one will deny the 
desirability of allowing the stockholders 
to express themselves and of the voting of 
all stock for the benefit of the corporation. 
To this end it has been suggested by ex- 
perienced Corporation lawyers that the 
interstate commerce commission be author- 
ized to reMelve and vote such stock as 
stockholders see fit to intrust to it, and that 
the voting of stock held by trust com- 


panies and insurance companies shall be N 


subject to the scrutiny of the government, 
either through a commission or 4 court in 
chancery.

Acqultted by the lower court, he 
was on appeal convicted by the higher tribu- 
nals and sentenced, on Jan. 14, 1871, to ten 
years penal servitude, which he evaded by 
fight. His Hungarian property was there- 
upon confiscated. He died in Paris. and if his 
remains were taken to Vienna for burial, it 
was in order that he might rest beside his 
wife in the small mausoleum which he had 
caused to be built in the cemetary of St. 
Mark's. 

Incidentally ut may be said that the real 
} patronimic of the dynasty now reigning in 
Servia is not Karageorgevitch, but Czerny. 
its founder was George Cserny. who, by rea- 
son of his particularly dusky complexion, re- 
ceived the nickname of Kara George,“ 
which means Black George.” It was as 
Black Georgp that he first obtained fame as 
the leader of a rebellion against Turkey, 
and his descendants in consequence thereof 
assumed the name of Karageorge in lieu of 
that of Czerny. 


However, the fate of of the former Servian 
ruler’s remains, and the loss of his lower 
jaw are thoroughly in keeping with the treat- 
ment of those of far more celebrated mon- 
archs. Thus, the lower jaw of Charlies XI. 
of France is preserved in the church at Clery, 
a place on the left bank of the River Loire, 
some ten miles west of Orleans. That re- 
markable monarch, whom Sir Walter Scot:

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ERRORS IN VENTILATION. 

N the article on ventilation prinied Jan, 
21 | said that so-called ventilativn was 
not ventilation. While the veutilating 
engineers in most instances had done 
what they set out to do, the result was 

not ventilation. For this the responsibility 
was to be divided between the people, who 
wanted heut and were indifferent to ventila- 
tion; the architects, who gave art, conven- 
lence, plumbing, everything, the right of 
way over venpilation; the heating and ven- 
tilating engineers, who were heating engi- 
neers first aud ventilating engineers last, 
aud the sanitarians, whe had studied air but 
little and who in consequeuce had laid down 
wroog priuciples as a basis for the ventilat- 
iug eugineers to work on. 

The tirst subject that 1 shall take up in 
this article is the fallacy of some of these 
principles. 

The first ventilation laws were — 5 
upon the cubic feet of space per person, 
without any regard to air changes or the 
condition of the air. This is about the busis 
of the present illinois igw—archaic, but bet- 
law, wee 
than most state laws, and in the hands 
the present factory inspector it will — 
Ullinois factory ventilation well toward the 
standards of such —_— as New York. 


The next step in the evolution was that 
requiring a certain volume of air per person 
per hour. This is the basis of the provisions 
of the Chicago schools—decidedly an ad- 
vance over the state law. 

The next step is to combine the space re- 
quirement with a volume of air requirement 
aud to add other provisions, such as that 
the temperatureshall be kept within bounds, 
the humidity within limits, the carbonic 
acid gas below a certain percentage, and 
dust control. These furuish the basis of the 
Chicago ordinances. 

It is, because ventilation practice has not 
applied these last provisions that it has 
tuiied, 

Une of the most frequent statements 
which we hear of ventilation jobs is: “ We 
put in 2, 000 cubic feet of air per person per 
bour.” A number of years ago the British 
parliamentary commission on ventilation re- 
ported that it did not make so much differ- 
ence how much air you put into a roow as 
it did how aud where you put the air in. 
And now the Chicago commission on ven- 
tilation comes forward with this: 

„ Resolved, That the putting of a given 
volume of aif per hour per person fato a 
room dees not necessarily constitute ven- 


tiation.” 


The demand that a payee volame of air 
ust be put in a mom for each person was 
arrived at by mathematical calculation as 
ye the amount of aid needed to dilute the 
carbonic acid gas produced by the occu- 
pants to a point less than What was sup- 
posed to be the harw point, 

The ventilating engimeer discovered a 
long time ago that when be bad to remove 
odors or excess of heat or steam he must re- 
move it as directly as possible, and he de 
vised all his apparatus oo that basis. But 
carbonic acid gas was supposed to be dif- 
ferent somehow, and instead of trying to re- 
move it directly the effort was to dilute it 
down. 

Aimost as an essential part of the plan 
of dilution there came the location of the 
outlets at the Hoor. However, this last pro- 
vision was largely based upon un error in 
physics, ‘ 

The ventilating engineers were told to 
take the foul air out of the room low down 
because carbonic acid gas was heavier than 
air and settled to the floor. Thirty years 

ago books an physics made this statement. 
‘They instanced foully ventilated rooms in 
which dogs toppled over while wen survived, 
the reason being that the dogs were breath- 
ing two feet pm the floor while the men 
took their air ffom five feet up. Such state- 
meats found their way into books on hy-

Fall the success in the world was Charles 


A. Comiskey, president of the Chicago White 
Sox, with whom Halpin used to play ball on 
the prairie when both were “ kids“ 

There are many ex-ballplayers in the police 
departments of the country, but Halpin is the 
first to rise to the position of chief of detec- 
tives. In recognition of the responsibility 
that goes with the position the ( y council 
by special order increased the salary from 
$2,250 to $2,760 a year. Only two other mem- 
bers of the department draw larger salaries 
—the general superintendent and assistant 
superintendent. 

Reaches Half Century Mark. 

Tomorrow Capt. Halpin will be 50 years 
old. He was born in Chicago. At the age of 
10 he began playing ball on the west side 
prairies, and many a good walloping he got 
from his parents because he paid more at- 


tention to the national game than he did to 


his studies. Finley Peter Dunne (“ Mr. 
Dooley) was a classmate of Halpin at St. 
Patricks school in Deplaines street, and 
they often bummed” together to see the 
games of the city league teams. 

Halpin's father wanted to make a brick- 
layer out of his son, and his mother was bent 
on his being a lawyer or a doctor. But 
„Jack said he would be neither. He had 
set his mind on being a professional baliplay- 
er, and no persuasion could change him. 

Along in the early 808 Halpin joined the 
old Garden City club as catcher. Other city 
league teams of that day were the Frank- 
Uns, the Whitings, and the Avtnas. 


Kept His Eye on Commy.“ 

„Although we were semi-pros,"’ said Capt. 
Halpin yesterday, we put up an article 
of ball that was as near the real thing as i 
ever saw. My old friend Commy was a 
prairie player when I broke into the game, 
and I don't remember that he ever stole 
any bases on me when I was behind the 
plate. He had tit on me, though, with the 
stick. O, boys, but he had a waliop.’’ 

Halpin played first base for the Monizouth 
team of the Three Eyes league during the 
seasons of 1888 and 1800. His work was go 
clever that he attracted the attention of the 
Calumet (Mich.) team of the Upper Penin- 
sula league, and in 1891 he managed that 
team, winning, the championship. 

That ended his baseball career. He re- 
F carted to Chicago and the following year 
he was appointed to the police force. He 


was made a sergeant in 1900 and in 1006 was

IN FRENCH RINGS 


Sport in Paris Being. Spoiled 
by Engagements in the 
Music Halls. 


SAME MEN CLASH OFTEN. 


BY THE MAROUIS OF QUEENSBERRY 

France has come so rapidly to the front 
in boxing lately that it is interesting to 
hear what some of. the best known lights 
in the French boxing world think of the state 
of boxing in that country. One man, who is 
a close follower of all the fights that take 
place in France, is of the opinion that Paris 
boxing is being spoiled by music hall engege- 
ments, music hall fights, and music hall 
effects. 

Men meet the same opponents time after 
time and occasionally fail to beat one of these 
opponents who on form, record, and every 
thing else they are far above, and turn this 
class of boxing into an absolute farce. 

The critic considers it would be much 
more satisfactory if the French had one 
really recognized club such as the Na- 
tional Sporting club and ran their club 
in the same excellent way as the for- 
mer is run. He also states as his opinion 


should only be sanctioned where a real, gen- 
uine body of sportsmen rule over a properly 
constituted club and not be at the mercy of 
a promoter who, if he can hire any big hall 
or circus tent large enough to hold a sub- 
stantial sum, is allowed to control a cham- 
pionship bout. @ 

These views appear to be exactly those that 
are held by the boxing commission of New 
York and the drastic steps that the commis- 
sion have lately taken in giving licenses only 
to well conducted clubs show that they hold 
the same views as this French expert. 

ö — 

The wrestling game in France was entirely 
killed by the farcical shows given at nearly 
ali the Paris music halls, for, just as in box- 
ing, the same men met time after time and 
there never was a real serious bout to be 
geen. Eventually the long suffering Paris- 
jans got sick and tired of these music hall 


| shows and practically booed them off the 


stage. I doubt now whether even the meet- 
ing of two real first class exponents of the 
art will draw any crowd at all. In this re- 
gard. the same thing might be said about 
Chicago. : 

I see by the English papers that Hacken- 
schmidt is shortly going into training agein 
and that he intends paying another visit to 
America, and that Chicago will be one of 
his stopping places. I conclude that he can 
only intend to give vaudeville exhibitions 
here, as after the great disappointment of 
‘last year it would be almost impossible to 
expect the public to take any interest in a 
serious bout, Of course, he might regain 
his form, but it is as rare for a wrestler to 
come hack to hia best as it is for a boxer. 

I suppose really the most genuine wrestling 
that takes place in England is that held at 
some of the Cumberland fairs, where small 
money prizes and medais are eagerly sought 
for by comparatively unknown men. An 
suggested in some previous articles, the only 
way to get really interesting wrestling would 
be to hold a competition open to all comers. 
and no ubt some quite unknown exponents 
of the art would be discovered and give some 
real genuine fighting displays.

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When a bookmaker dies rich he doesn't 
die a bookmaker. Marcus Cartwright of 
Nashville and Chicago died recently and 
Was extensively written about as one of 
the wealthiest and most successful book- 
makers on the American turf.” He had 
been all that, but he was not a bookmaker 
when he died and hadn't been for the last 
and most fruitful dozen years of his life. 


As a bookmaker one can plaster his 
career with all the superlatives without 
extravagance, but the greatest triumph 
of his career came when he “ turned his 
slate forever. Therein he gave the most 
remarkable example of his most remark- 
able judgment. He quit long before the 
art of bookmaking had degenerated into a 
measurement of wits with the desperadoes 
“on the ground and before the volume of 
race horse speculation had shrunk to a 
slender thread—before, in short, it became 
„ case of dog eat dog.“ 

Cartwright booked while large sums of 
money could be safely handled on a per- 
centage basis by an operator who had the 
courage and the power of continuance. He 
was called “a game gambler.“ Game he 
was, but not a gambler. The “ corroding 
passion never had possession of him and 
he never exposed himself to the crash that 
comes to all gamblers sooner or later. 

— 

Hie system was to “lose with the fav- 
orite.“ Everybody who has had to do with 
the horses, even as an occasional! diversion, 
knows what that ie and how inev#ably it 
must get the money in the end if the 
play continues large enough to minimize 
the expenses by comparison. As an em- 
ployer of other bookmakers he would have 
nobody about him, no matter how smart 
and self-contained, who departed from his 


‘system for a single race. They might 


shoot off their allotted bankroll] and he'd 
never squeal, but would stake them to an- 
other and tell them to keep right on in the 
simple, if sometimes disastrous, specialty 
of “ kmocking down the top choices.”

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loan company has a mcre difficult problem 
than the man who is in trouble over a chattel 
mortgage loan, said H. E. Baker, attorney 
for the Legal Aid society of Chicago. Thera 
is no statutory law regulating the salary loan 
business, while there is as regards the chattel 
loan. All law on the subject of salary loans 
is vague. The means of defense are techni- 
cal and involved. In regard to the chattel 
loan, the law requires that both husband 
and wife sign the papers, and there must bea 
foreclosure ir. a court of equity. 

“The debtor,unlike the procedure in getting 
a judgment on ah assignment of salary, hes 
a chance to make a defense. He is required 
to file a bill in the Circuit court, which will 
cost him $10. The costs will amount to $10 
or $15.

The loan shark causes suicide by the net he 
throws about his victim. There is almost no 
way of escape. He drives the debtor from 
Anis position and then follows him to other bo- 
sitiona and other cities. The man who has 
never experienced this chase knows nothing 
of the tenacity with which the loan shark 
holds on. The methods are those of the busi- 
ness man and the private detective com- 
bined. 


The man who borrows and loses his fret

At Kumagsi r all the trading is done 
by women. Some work in the fields from early 
until late. Others go to the market, where 
they sell . medicines, fuel, and primitive 
kitchen utensils. When they are not barter® 
ing they are in the field planting maize and 
yams. The men hunt game; they snare birds, 
trap fish, and make pits:for the elephants. 
Both men and women carry the vegetables 
and other goods to the market, but the men 
are careful to return home early before the 
great heat comes on.

The number of wives is 
usually Umited by what a man can afford, 
reckoned in cattle. 

The women of Uganda do most of the out- 
door work” Where a man helps his wife she 
must bring (his breakfast and join him as 
soon as her housework is done. The men 
buy their wives with cows and pay good 
prices for them They need little food, for 
they live on bananas, maize, and pumpkins. 
The men spend most of their time hunting. 
They do a good business selling ivory. These 
tusks are sent to all parts of the world, for 
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In Ab 
degraded if they do anything but fight, ride 
a horse, or brew meed. It is considered 
de for a man to market 

The women cut and store the wood, grind 
the corn, brew the beer, and make meed from 
the honey. Women of the higher classes gel- 
dom do any work except to spin. 

The best known ot the British South Afri. 
cans are Bakwanos. They are noted for 
their small physiques and laziness. They 
are too indolent to make weapons and do not 
hunt. They live in sheltered places along 
the coast and creep down to the sea to fish 

\and to collect anything edible on thé shore. 

Work is more popular among the forest 
pigmies, and hunting game is their chief 
occupation. They hunt all kinds of game, 
which they secure with poisoned arrows, 
traps, and pitfalls. The heavy game is caught 
in pits and the monkeys in shedlike struct- 
ures covered with vines. They exchange 
meat for sweet potatoes, yams, and cassave.

Women and Slaves Work. 
Though most of the African women bear 
the family burdens, they do not complain, 


inja the men think that they are 
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their husbands beat them, trade or divorce 
them, and sometimes kill them. This is 
especially true of the Nandi in East Africa. 
These men give their cattle better wdging 
and eare than they do thelr wiv Ther 
give all their animals names and sit by the 
hour talking to them. The women and chil- | * 
dren cultivate the fields alone. It ts only | 
when the brush is extremely heavy that the 
men help them clear the ground. 

The Damaras of British South Africa 
despise work, and what is not done by their 
women is left for the slaves. If asked why 
they do not work they will answer with a 
chuckle, “ We need not; our wives cost us 
nothing. They build and plaster our huts, 

the food, and grow their own pigment.” 
ir only work consists of trading with 
their neighbors on the Congo. These trad- 
ing caravans are often made up of 800 oxen 
and 400 persons. The chief articles of barter 
are queer looking corselets made of beads 
and ostrich eggs. They know how much these 
ornaments are prized; and a lively barter 
often lasts for days. They are given meat 
and iron ware in return, and these are used 
as currency. On the lower Niger the women 
do all the petty trading. When they make 
up a caravan they carry the burdens on their 
heads while the men follow on horseback.

Work the putty a little in your hand to 
make it sott, then press it upon the jug, 
covering it evenly, a little at a time, having 
the covering about a half inch thick. Into 
this press, while the, putty is stil] soft, 
the bit of glass, china, or button which 
you would use as decoration. Keep on in

Into 
a cup of sour milk stir a teaspoonful of 
baking soda, and when this is dissolved 
stir it into the butter and molasses mix- 
ture. Add three eggs, well beaten, one 
teaspoonful of ground nutmeg, one and a 
half teaspoonfuls of cinnamon, one tea- 


_ spoonful of ground ‘cloves, and three cups 


of flour, or enough to make a good batter. 
Bake in a bread pan until a straw comes 
out clean from the center of the cake. 

“ANGEL FOOD CAKE-Sift together 
four times a teaspoonful of cream of tartar 
and a half cup of flour. Beat the whites 
of six eggs to a stiff froth, add one-half cup 
of powdered sugar, and beat hard. Now 
whip in the flour And cream of tartar mix- 
ture and pour the batter into a pan with 
a funnel in the middle. Do not grease 
this pan. Bake in a steady oven until the 
cake is brown. Take out gently and turn 
the pan upside down on a plate, covering 
the bottom of the pan with a cloth wet in 
cold water. The cake will alip out gently.

„I saw, the other day, a request in this 
column for leather cake. I have a good 
recipe for burnt leather cake, which, by 
the way, is badly named, for one thinks 
of leather as tough, and this is one of the 
most tender cakes I ever tasted. Here is 
the. recipe: 

„put one cup of brown sugar ina granite 
can, put it over the fire and stir while it is 
melting; cook until it smokes. Turn the 
burner low and add one cup of boiling wa- 
ter. Cook and stir until the sirup is about 
ready to spin a hair. Keep hot until ready 
to use. Cream half a cupful of butter with 
one and a half cupfuls of granulated sugar. 
add one cupful of warm water, two cup-

fuls of the burned sirup, one teaspoonful :

“Why Not Eat Tripe >” 

“The question has been asked Why. not 
eat tripe?’ As I have studied the value of 
‘different foods, I would answer that it was 
simply an idiosyncrasy on the young man's 
part. So often this is the case: 

Following is the food value of tripe: 

** Tripe is the name applied to the stom- 
ach and intestines of the*ox, after being , 
Cleaned and boiled. It contains a large’ 
amount of connective tissue, readily 
changed into gelatin on boiling. and so 
making it easy to digest. Unfortunately 
the absence of extractives causes tripe to 


be deficient in flavor, but otherwise it must 


be regarded as valuabie and readily digest- % 


ed food. It is given in cases of sickness 
and dyspepsia. 

Following is @ recipe which I have found 
excellent: 

“ WHITE CAKE—Two-thirds cup of but- 
ter, two cups sugar. creamed with the but- 
ter. Add one cup of cold water, three cups 
flour, and three teaspoons baking powder, 
sifted six times. Add one teaspoon flavor-. 
ing; beat well until t. Then fold in the 
beaten whites of four eggs. This makes a 
large loaf. 

“ Frosting—Boil one and one-quarter cups 
brown sugar and one-quarter cup white 
sugar, moistened with one-third cup warm 
water until it threads. Have ready the 
beaten whites of two eggs, add the sirup a 
little at a time, beating constantly. When 
nearly cooked, add one-quarter cup English 
walnuts. Pour over cake and spread. 

‘* HELPFUL.” 

I am glad to be able to give this informa- 
tion with regard to tripe. I may add that 
the lack of flavor in tripe is one redson why 
it is go often cooked with highly seasoned 
acc iments, as in the case of tripe 4

New England Boiled Dinner. 

“I am happy to give a recipe for a New 
Englagd boiled dinner, It is as follows: 
Boil together one ham hock, one pound of 
salt pork, two pounds of corned beef for one 
hour. 
quarters, eight carrots. one quart of string 
beans, four large red beets, six large onions, 
and boil for another hour. Put in then six 


large potatoes and six ears of corn, first : 


parboilling the potatoes and cooking the 
corn until tender. Serve with cornbread 
or brown bread or hot biscuit. For salad 
serve sliced tomatoes, lttuce, or cucum- 
bers. 

The following is an excellent recipe for 
crisp cold slaw: Slice with a cabbage cutter 
one hard head of cabbage, put it on ice and 
let it become cold. Place it on salad dishes 
and add a dressing made as follows: One 
cup vinegar, one teaspoonful of salt, one 
teaspoonful of pepper, one-half cupful of 
sugar. Blend all together and serve at the 
table, as the vinegar will take the crisp- 
ness out of the cabbage if this is left too 
long in the dressing. Thisis especially nice 
with oysters or any kind of shell fish or 
with a roast. Itisa good appetizer. This 
recipe should serve six persons. :

Plum Pudding Recipe. 

„ saw a request from a woman who 
— a recipe for ‘temperance plum 
pudding.” Although I never called my 
recipe by that name, I am going to give it 
in the hope that it is what she refers to. 

„One cup each of suet, currants, raising, 
molasses, milk; one-half cup of citron, 
minced; one egg, well beaten; one table- 
spoonful of chopped lemon peel, one table- 
spoonful of grated .crange peel, three cups 
of flour, one-half teaspoonful cinnamon, 
one-half teaspoonful salt, and a. scant 
quarter teaspoonful of ground cloves. Chop 
the gust fine, mix it well with the flour. add 
the currants, raisins, citron, orange peel, 


and lemon peel, spices, and salt. Put a 


pinch of soda into the molasses, beat the 
egg and add it to the milk, stir this into 
the molasses, then add it to the other 
mixture. Put all into a three pound lard 
pail, 2 a few holes in the cover, and 


put a weight on the pail to prevent its 
tipping over. Cover the kettle and keep the 
water about two-thirds of the way up the 
pail. Boil for three hours steadily. Make 
the pudding several days before using 
is even better if several weeks old. 
“Before putting the pudding into the 
When the 
pudding is done, put a thin coating of 
paraffin over the top and leave until want- 
ed, not removing it from the pail. Whea 
ready to heat, boll in the pail for an hour 
or more, then turn out and eat with lemon 
sauce.

Well, what about the girls 
who do this day after day looking for posi- 
tions, and can’t afford the car fare to ride

Test of All Occupations. 

Miss Emerson expects to continue her work 
on into the spring. She will make a personal 
test of all of the occupations. One of her 
greatest troubles is not to get employment, 
but to get work low enough in its standing 
among the occupations to serve her interests. 

The following is a letter which she has 
written to the attorney for the Women's 
Trade Union league on the results of her in- 
vestigation thus far: 

“I desire to say that from personal experi- 
ence and investigation I can fully confirm the 
plea that has been made for the urgent need 
of the limitation of hours for the women work- 
ers in hotels. and restaurants. My experi- 
ence has been under the existing ten hour law. 
When engaged I was in every instance told 
that I could only work ten hours a day 
and yet so great and incessant is the pressure 
of work that the ten hour a day works out 
by practically culling out meal times and in- 
variably covers about eleven hours. 

“At the noon rush it is impossible in 
many cases for the staff to take time for 
lunch, and even after the rush is over the 
staff must clean the restaurant before the 
evening rush starts. Owing to the pres- 
sure and nature of the work even when time 
is snatched from work to eat the desire for 
food is gone and, coupled with the knowledge 
that the dishes are collecting fast, it is im- 
possible for food taken under these condi- 
tions to do the girl any good.

Days Work Exhausts Girls. 

“The girls when they go off duty at the 
end of their days work are withont excep- 
tion in an exhausted condition, so that many 
of them frequently just throw themselves 
down on their beds without even having the 
energy to undress. 

“It is the duty of the girl to scrub the 
whole of the public restaurant twice daily.

On the contrary, the tribal 
hatchet maker and flint expert was able to 
turn out one of these deadly weapons in half 
a day. 

H. L. Skaviem of Janesville, Wis., ie the 
man who has robbed the ancient Indian of a 
large chunk of bis declining reputation, and 
at the same time has deprived archwol- 
ogists of a pet source of wonder. He has 
proved that hatchet making was easy for the 
Indian. Furthermore, hatchet making accord- 
ing to savage methods is easy for Mr. Skaviem 
himself. In the art of grinding and polishing 
the Indian has facilities which matched up 
with the modern motor driven emery wheel. 
These exact tools have been unearthed bY Mr. 
Ska vlem.

Discovery Valuable to Students. 

It is thought that be has established a 
“bench mark” in the study of aboriginal 
manufacture of stone implements from which 
it will be possible to extend lines of inves- 
tigation in various directions, and that this 
“ fixed point” will be of much value to the 
students of archwology in giving pointers and 
shedding light on many an obscure problem. 
Mr. Skavlem recently explained his discovery 
to the members of the Wisconsin Archmolog- 
ical society, of which he is a member, and 
impressed them with the truth of his findings. 

It was while engaged in making a repre 
sentative collection of relics from the site of 
White Crow’s village at Carcajou Point, Lake 
Koshkonong, for the Wisconsin archmological 
museum at Madison, that Mr. Skaviem. hit 
upon his discovery. While walking through 
one of the fields at this place during the late 
fall of 1911 he happened to pick up, in search 
of relics of various kinds, a broken celt. A 


ahort distance farther on he picked up one of 
the white chert nodules (flint) which are so 
much in evidence all over this village site, 
and from which material undoubtedly a large 
part of their flint arrow points were made. 
This particular chert happened to be a frac- 
tured nodule with several sharp edges. With 
this he began to chip or peck the broken celt, 
and soon found that he was making remark- 
ble progress in sharpening the broken tool. 
Observing that the sharp edge of his hammer 
soon became blunt and apparently dull, he 
dropped this to pick up another of the same 
material. Turning it over in his hand to find 
the sharpest and best edge with which to con- 
tinue his experiment, he was surprised to find 
that there were no sharp edges, but that it 
showed the same percussion fractures on the 
edges as did the stone be had just discarded. 
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Implement a Self-Sharpener. 

He then picked up the stone he had just 
discarded and resumed the pecking experi- 
ment. He soon discovered that he had done 
more rapid work after the sharp edges of his 
pecking hammer had been battered off; that 
the implement sharpened itself at every 
stroke, and that the small cenchoidal frac- 


tures constantly presented a multiplied num 


ber of sharp cutting edges. 

Continuing to peck at the celt in hie hand, 
Mr. Skavlem found that he was able to bring 
it to a rough edge in a comparatively short 
time. He set to work with renewed activity, 
and succeeded in making a fairly perfect 
article in a remarkably short period. 

The work of polishing, however, remained. 
At this particular point at Lake Keshkonong 
there is an outcropping of St. Peter’s sand- 
stone with the Trenton limestone. The sand- 
stone at this conjuncture is found te contain, 
or the particles are cemented with, a small 
amount of iron (hematite) which makes a 
slab of the material valuable for polishing 
any stone surface. That the Indian made use 
of these pieces of sandstone is attested on 
every hand, for in the fields and on the lake 
shore fragments of the materia? are found 
with concave grooves, indicating that they had 
been used as rubbing stenes to grind and 
polish their stone implements. 

| ‘Using a piece of this sandstone similar to 
the specimens at hand, and working at the 
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edge of the lake, where a small amount of 
water might be applied, Mr. Skaviem discov- 
ered that he was able to polish the surface of 
a rough ax easily.

Making a collection of the articles used by 
Mr. Skavlem in designing and making his 
axes, it will be found that no museum or tep- 
resentative collection contains these imple- 
ments. Hammer stones are commonly found. 
The chipped and fractured cherts are picked 
up in large numbers around White Crow’s 
village site, but they have been classified solely 
as material for arrow heads. The sandstones 
with the concave grooves are found in large 
numbers all over the place, and are identical 
with the stones as they appeared after Mr. 
Skavlem had been using them te polish the 
axes he had made—the same hollows are 
found on both sides ef the stone. 

The finished articles in both cases are 
exactly the same. Experts can tell no differ- 
ence, and especially is this the case with axes 
which have been rubbed in charcoal.

Process a Natural One. 

As the entire process of making. these axes 
was done in the most natural way, it adds all 
the more to the force and accurateness of the 
deductions. As it is natural and simple for 
Mr, Skavlem to make the implements with 
these simple means, so it was natural and 
simple for the Indian expert to employ them 
in his work 300 and 400 years ago.

H epecial meeting of the Chicago real 
estate board to be held in the early 
part of the present week to take action 
on the report of the special committee 
appointed to investigate the contract 

entered into between the south park com- 
miseioners and the officials of the Illinois 
Central railroad will be awaited with much 
interest by those who are looking for light 
on the pending controversy as to whether 
the park board and the public are receiving 
a fair return for the concessions made te the 
railroad company. 

Thie is due to the fact that it generally 
le recognized that the opinion of the board 
should go far to determine the merits of 
the controversy. The committee is a par- 
ticularly strong one, consisting of William 
D. Kerfoot, E. Orris Hart, George L. Warner, 
Albert H Wetten, Roy B. Tabor, and Harry 
Goldstine, representing the north, south, and 
west sides of the city respectively, and its 
findings in the matter undoubtedly will carry 
much weight both with the members of the 
board and the general public. 

While it is not presumed to attempt to 
forecast the action of the board, it probably 
is well within the mark to say that the gen- 
eral sentiment is not in sympathy with the 
arguments advanced by Mr. Rosenthal, Mr. 
Pond. and others in opposition to the pro- 
poseé ordinance. It is generally believed 
a high valuation has been placed jon the land 
which the railroad will secure, but over and 
beyond this there is a strong feeling that the 
vast benefits which will accrue to the public 
from the carrying out of all the correlated 
plane in connection with this undertaking 
is something which cannot be measured in 
dollars and cents.

Special Crusade for Heron. 

They have made an especial crusade to 
protect. the heron, explaining that the white 
heron wears the coveted plume only during 
the breeding season, that the parent bird 
must be shot In order to obtain the plumes, 
and that the young birds In the nest must 
starve in conseguence of the death of the 
parents, 

The Audubon society has reached. the chil- 
dren by forming societies among them, teach- 
ing children to study the dire instead of 
robbing their nests. They have interested 
the children in this work by offering them 
stereopticon lectures on the life of birds. 
Through their efforts Illinois has passed 
stringent laws protecting birds and their 
nests. The statute provides a fine and im- 
prisonment as the penalties for robbing the 
nest of any wild bird. No person under 
eighteen can make a collection of eggs or 
birds, and adults are given this permission 
only for scientific purposes, and under bond. 
The statute provides a fine and imprison- 
ment for the purchasing, killing, or having 
in one’s possession, any wild bird. other than 


gane birds, - which can be killed only in thelr 


proper season. This law does not hold good 
for the English sparrow, crow, black bird, 
and chicken hawk.

T IS NOT so much of an art to grow good roses as some people 
seem to think. There are many failures, to be sure, and failure 
breeds skepticism; but many amateurs fail simply because they 
do not choose the right varieties, and because they do not grow 
these carefully. ‘There is no secret about rose culture, though. 

The first requisite is rich, deep ground. The next is to keep the ground 

rich. If these points were observed, there would be less complaint about 

diseases. Sturdy, well-fed plants are seldom attacked by disease, and suf 
fer less from the depredations of insect pests than their weaker neighbors. 
The rose bush should be planted in a wide, deep hole, in soil that has 

been thoroughly worked over to a 
depth of at least two feet and well 
enriched with rotted stable ma- 
nure. If the soil is sandy, it is 
well to work in a little clay. A 
mulch of old manure should be ap- 
plied each fall, and spaded into 
the soil in the spring. Frequent 
applications of manure water 
during the summer will help to 
keep the plants blooming contin- 
uously — if they are the right va- 
rieties. If stable manure is not 
easy to get, wood ashes and bone 
meal may be dug into the ground 
to good advantage. Keeping the 
plants well fertilized is the first 
point in the successful growing of 
roses. And surely there is noth- 
ing difficult about that. 

The next thing to remember is 
the fact that rose bushes need se- 
vere pruning back. To be sure, 
some sorts require more than 
others; but, with the exception of 
the climbers, vigorous cutting back 
each spring will result in strong 
shoots, which will produce fine 
erops of flowers. The first surgi- 
eal operation should be performed 
when the plants go into the 
ground. Let us say that they 
should be cut back to the third 
| bud, probably leaving them about 

nine. inches above the ground. 
= J Sounds like drastic treatment, 
does it? Ask your neighbor 


a wealth of roses, and see what he says about #. If you want to grow 
really fine blossoms, you will continue to cut the bushes back in the same 
proportion every spring. That is an elementary rule in rose growing, and 
yet not one amateur in forty practices it. No one has a right to expect 
good flowers on straggly old plants, that are expending all their energies on 
wood growth. It isn’t wood you want, or leaves, but blossoms. Then, prune!

Roses are thirsty plants. They need a lot of water, 
but you will not need to carry it all. Cultivate the 
ground around the plants, instead. Cultivation forms a 
dust mulch, which keeps the water in the ground, where 
the roots ean get it. 
allowed to become baked hard in the sun, the soil mois- 
ture is lost by evaporation. Loose, finély pulverized 
earth checks eyaporation. Water must be given, and 
given freely; but cultivation is just as necessary. When 
you give water, put it on by the gallon. You waste your 
time, otherwise. Make a little barricade of earth, so 
that the water will not run off, but sink into the ground. 
And as soon as the ground is dry, stir the surface with 
the hoe. Really, it is worth while to feed and water 
your roses faithfully. 

Even with this earefully given attention, there will be 
comparatively little satisfaction in growing roses unless 
the kinds are chosen which have a long seagon of bloom. 
With the right sorts, however, roses tended in the fash- 
ion described above, will surely provide a full season 
of the most exquisite delight. There is no reason why 
the amateur should not have blooms from spring until 
the icicles form. 

Of course, the man who has extensive gardens will 
set aside one section exclusively for roses, and will grow

two or three hundred varieties, including those which 
give a brief but unparalleled show in the spring. There 
are rose sensations — wonderful blossoms whic lift the 
expert rosarian into the seventh heaven of ecstasy. They 
are not for the average man. Most of us ‘want roses 
which will produce large, handsome flowers all tke sea- 
son through. We may have but half a dozen plants, any-

fj lowers CWwhout a Garden 


IS NOT necessary to have a garden, in order to 

grow flowers. A box on the porch or window ledge 
Will yield blossoms from spring until the fall frosts 
catch them, if given a reasonable amount of care. 
People are coming to prize flowers grown in this way 
more highly than ever before; so that even in crowded 
cities some streets are made beautiful by flowers and 
plants in boxes, often on the third and fourth stories. 
Under such cireumstances, though, it is very necessary 
that the boxes be securely anchored, in order to avoid 


If the surface of the ground is 
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any possible chance of 
‘their sudden precipi- 
tation on to the heads 
of pedestrians, when 
a high wind happens 
to be blowing. 
The box itself may 
be very inexpensive, 
kor it will soon be hid- 
den beneath green fol- 
iage. The length and 
the width will natural- 
ly be governed by the 
space allotted to it, 
but it should be at 
least nine inches deep. 
Any kind of wood 
may be used; but oak 
or cypress are much to 
be preferred, because 
they will give longer 
service. Zinc-lined 
boxes are often made 
positions where 
they are sure to be 
used year after year. 
There should be one or 
more holes near the 
bottom for drainage; but when the boxes are over the 
street, these holes must be fitted with plugs, so that 
passers-by will not be sprinkled when the boxes are 
watered. 

Many persons start flower boxes and soon become dis- 
gusted with the results, simply because they use poor 
soil. The plants flower for a few weeks, 
perhaps — just long enough to arouse the 
hopes of the gardener — and then col- 
lapse. Serapings from the back- yard will 
not suffice. Window-box plants require 
even better soil than that ordinarily given 
plants in the garden, for the amount of 
nourishment available for each plant in 
a crowded box is limited, at the best. A 
good plan is to buy a little earth of the 
nearest florist. It may be mixed with 
good garden soil, if the latter is available. 
And the cost is only a trifle. 

Even then, most boxes will begin to fail 
in July; but they may be given a new 
lease of life by working sheep manure or 
a commercial garden fertilizer into the 
soil, or by giving weekly waterings with 
weak manure water. In many cases, the 
last-named expedient is the best one. This manure 
water may be made with shredded sheep manure, ob- 
tained at the shop of the seedsman around the corner. 
It gives new life to the plants, and improves the flowers 

What to grow is often the first question, rather than 
how to grow it, which is really more important. The 
latitude of choice is 
wide. Geraniums are, 
perhaps, the most sat- 
isfactory, all things 
considered, and are 
easy to care for. It 
is well to be careful 
about mixing shades 
of color, however. 

Sometimes, the effects 
are not pleasing. 

Vinea is the vine 
most often used, and 
looks well when grown 
with geraniums. It 
grows rapidly, and 
soon hides the box. Pe- 
tunias and begonias, 
eoleuses and heliotrope, 
verbenas, palms and 
ferns may be grown in 
the middle of the box, 
with vinea, sweet alys- 
sum, nasturtiums and 
Kennilworth ivy to 
supplement the vinca 
about the edges, and 
trailing over the sides.

Flowers the “Renter Should Grow 


Pw. BECAUSE .a man lives in a rented house is

no reason why he should not have flowers in 

abundance all summer. He may not want to wait 
for perennials, however, or to spend much money for 
plants. He will seek for flowers which come early, and 
which stay late; flowers, too, which are not over-par- 
tieular about soil conditions or cultural care. I am 
going to show what can be done with seventy-five cents, 
when annuals are used and a careful selection made. 
Below is my list. Some people may quarrel with it; but 
no one can truthfully say that the flowers named are 
not among the easiest to grow, attractive to the eye and 
chosen to give a long season of bloom.

Few plants will give such a wealth of bloom, with 80 
little care, as the annual phlox, coming, as it does, in 
many colors and in delicate shades, so that it harmo- 
nizes well with other flowers.

| bunches of nasturtiums and place 
them on the breakfast table. They will 
give the whole family inspiration for 
the day’s work. 

Portulacas open only when the sun 
shines; .but the, little, low-growing 
plants are unsurpassed for covering 
sandy plaees, where it is difficult to ap- 
ply water. They seed themselves, year 
after year. Indeed, they spread rapidly, 
for they are close kin to that persistent 
weed known as pursley. 

Zinnias and marigolds lack the deli- 
cacy possessed by the other flowers 
named; but they look well in beds by 
themselves. They.are not at all exact- 
ing in their demands; they love the sun, 
but will blossom in partial shade; and 
they bloom bravely on, after most of the 
garden brigade has gone down before 

One often finds them in November. 

If the renter has an extra nickel, let him buy 
a second package of poppies. They are worth growing 
in profusion. They ought to be massed, at any rate, to 
be most effective, and grown largely by themselves. 
Their colors are brilliant, and a long succession of flow- 
ers may be enjoyed by making several sowings a few 
weeks apart. It is very important to get them in early, 
and they must not be transplanted. | 

Some people don’t like sunflowers; but they are the 
kind who fain would paint the lily and gild the ‘rose. 
Grow these sturdy 
plants at the rear of the 
yard. They will hide the 
fence, and make a 
show. There are several 
varieties, and the plants 
should be thinned to fif- 
teen or twenty inches 
apart. . 

Ten Weeks Stock, es- 
pecially the double va- 
rieties, are among the 
plants which should not 
be omitted from the 
garden. If the renter 
had a grandmother in 
the country, he may be 
sure that stocks were 
the pride of her garden. 
The colors are white, 
pink, yellow and scarlet. 
It is best to grow the 
plants in clumps. The 
blossoms are fragrant. 

Grow Cosmos for delicate, late flowers; and pinch 
off the tops when they are a foot high, so that they will 
make a bushy growth. The plants grow tall, so should 
be kept in the background, and they need staking. 
Here, then, is the renter’s 75-cent garden. Isn’t it a 
garden worth the money?

If one has a vacation home in the country, there is no 


reason why he should not have flowers in abundance. 
If he spends his summers at the shore, the list of plants 
which he can grow may be more limited, owing to the 
poor soil and lack of facilities for supplying water. He 
can almost always depend upon portulacas, however; 
for they will grow in 
very thin soil, and 
practically without 
water. They are the 
most accommodat- 
ing little plants in 
the whole category, 
and the flowers, 
especially the new 
double ones, are 
charming. Wher- 
ever one goes — or 


ignore the portulacas. One quality which commends 
them is the fact that they can be transplanted when in 
full bloom. 

Nasturtiums will grow where the soil is very poor, 
and so will mignonette and California’ poppies. Like 
the portulaeas, they like full sunshine. Zinnias will 
stand a lot of neglect. A little good soil and occasional 
watering will serve to keep them blooming the season 
through. But they are grateful for loving care. 


“How to Have Quality Wegetables 


HE ONLY WAY to have quality vegétables is to 

grow them yourself. Many vegetables ought to 

be eaten as soon as they are harvested. Corn 
loses much of its sweetness in twenty-four hours. Peas 
must be eaten the day they are picked, in order to have 
them at their best. Moreover, some kinds of vegetables 
which the amateur may grow are never seen in the 
market, because they will not stand shipping well, or do 
not make as attractive an appearance as some of the 
other sorts. | 

Golden Bantam corn, for instance, is the best 
very early corn which one ¢an raise; but you seldom 
can buy it in town stores, because it 
is yellow. 

At the stores, you must buy what 
you can get. The intelligent gar- 
dener discriminates. He knows that 
heavy soils grow soggy, flavorless 
potatees, and sandy soils dry, mealy 
ones.

Tomatoes must be grown on 
stakes, to economize room as 
well as to get extra nice, smooth 
fruit.

Peas and beans of the 
climbing varieties need not be 
grown; for the most part, there 
are just as good kinds among 
the dwarfs.

OLLYHOCKS were the special glory of old- 

time, formal gardens; but of late years, their 

8.8 eulture has been made difficult, because of a 
disease known as rust. Now, however, there has ap- 
peared an annual variety of these flowers, which is 
less liable to attacks than the old-fashioned kind, and 
which has the advantage of blooming the first season. 
Seeds may be started in the house in April, or even 
sown out of doors in May, and the plants will bloom 
late in July or in August. The plants will live over in 
the ground, if given some protection, and bloom freely 
for several years. For formal planting, the double 
sorts are usually preferred; but most people like the 
single kinds better in the kitchen garden. Hollyhocks 
should be planted along the fence, or at the rear of the 
garden, and it is well to have them sheltered from 
the wind, if possible, as the stalks are easily broken. 
Seeds of the old-fashioned hollyhock are sown to best 
advantage in July. They will blossom the succeeding 
year; and the rust can be kept in check by spraying 
them with Bordeaux mixture. |

In my opinion grapevines are among the best 


to grow. The fact that they serve a utilitarian 
purpose does not detract from their beauty. The 
leates make a dense shade, the flowers perfume 
the air; and what more handsome object can 
be found than a grapevine, from which great 
clusters of ripening fruit are hanging! When 
one’s ground space is limited, I advise plant- 
ing a grapevine and training it over the porch. 
Annual climbers make rapid growth, and may 
de used to advantage while the perennials are 
getting well started. A few of them are worth 
growing, regardless of what other vines there 
may be. Cobaea scandens is in this class. Some 
people call it the cup-and-saucer vine, from the 
shape of its large, bell-shaped flowers, which 
remind one of campanulas. The blossoms. are 
first a greenish white, but turn to deep purple 
in a few days. They last well, when cut, and 
branches of the vine may be taken into the house

The “Wey to Set Big Tomatoes 


OT THAT SIZE is the only consideration, of 
course; but there is peculiar satisfaction in 
growing tomatoes which are big and red and 

perfect in texture. Probably there is no other prod- 
uct of the garden about which the amateur is more 
“eager to brag—unless it be strawberries. If one 
raises one’s own plants, the seeds must be started in 
the house by the end of February, 
or in hot beds a week or two 


cling to walls of any kind. In the fall, the 
leaves turn a brilliant searlet or crimson. 
The plants are cheap; fifteen cents will 
buy one. 

The trumpet creeper and the wistaria are 
also good vines to grow over buildings, The 
former has splendid, dark red, trumpet-like 
blossoms, which last a long time. This plant 
is not a very rapid grower, but is well worth 
planting. The grandiflora variety is the. one 
to order. The wistaria makes the finest. 
spring show of any of the vines. The vines 
grow to an immense height; but the plant 
needs a little petting. Give it a sunny loea- 
tion, strong soil and an occasional enrich- 
ment of manure, and it will delight your 
heart.

Champion is also a favorite, and 
Livingston’s Perfection has been 
grown extensively for mary 
years. 

Low cigar boxes may be used 
for starting the seeds in the 
house. Rich soil, under which 
are pieces of broken pot or other 
coarse material to give drainage, 
should be placed in the boxes. As 
soon as two or three leaves have 
been formed, the plants may be 
transferred to paper pots or to 


For a dense screen there is nothing bet- 
ter than Dutchman’s Pipe, which has leaves 
almost as large as elephants’ ears. The curious little 
flowers, which really amount to little, give it its name. 
The leaves come early and stay late, a fact which rec- 
ommends it for many situations. It must be grown 
on a trellis, or given a support of some kind. 

Clematis paniculata is the favorite fall-flowering vine. 
Its fragrant white blossoms, almost hiding the leaves, 
give it a strikingly handsome appearance, It grows 
rapidly on a chicken-wire trellis, and is often grown 
over porches. It makes a friendly harboring place for 
mosquitoes, however, and drops a litter after it blooms. 
It is another reasonably cheap plant — fifteen cents.

tomato cans, Cans serve very 
well, if the tops are melted off 
by placing them on a hot stove, and if one side is then 
slit to the bottom. A string will hold the can together, 
and when the plant is set in the garden, the roots will 
not be disturbed. When paper pots are used, the bot- 
toms are torn off and the pot put into the ground with 
the plant. The sides act as a protection against cut 
worms. 

A corner of the garden where the soil is warm and 
rich should be chosen for the tomato plants, and a 
little well decayed manure may be worked into the 
ground. One objection to manure is the fact that it 
seems to breed cut worms. Sheep manure is safer than 
stable manure; but a little commercial fertilizer — an 
all-round garden fertilizer — is probably best of all, as 
it is the easiest to handle, and in many instances, the 
cheapest. It should be well forked into the soil under 
the plant, with which, however, it must not come in 
contact; it burns like fire. 

After the plants have become two feet high, stakes 
some six feet long should be driven into the ground, 
for the plants to climb on. Sometimes, cross-pieces a 
foot long are nailed to the stake; but in any case, it 
will be necessary to use pieces of soft rags, or binder 
twine to hold the plants where they are wanted. 

All the side shoots should be pinched off, leaving one 
or two leaders to grow. And they will grow with as- 
tonishing rapidity, for into them will be forced all 
the life which is often wasted on a riotous growth of 
foliage. If two leaders are permitted to develop, one 
should be trained on each side of the stake. 

A wonderful yield of prime tomatoes will be insured 
by these methods. They will be early, they will ripen 
evenly, and very few will rot on the vines. This is 
the only way to grow really gigantic tomatoes. When 
this plan is followed much less room is occupied by 
the vines; and cultivation, which is a very important 
factor in growing large fruit, is made easy. If the 
tomatoes seem a little backward about maturing, they 
may be pushed along by administering a dose of nitrate 
of soda — about a tablespoonful to each plant, worked 
into the soil. Grow your tomatoes in this manner, and 
the tomato corner will be the show spot of your garden.

“Making New Lawns S Mendig 
OW Ones 


HE FACT must be faced that making a 
lawn is not a simple matter. 1 
one is more likely to go about the work of pre- 
paring and seeding the ground with a degree of careful 
attention that will bring its rew in fine, 1 
velvety turf. A well-made lawn ought to grow better 
each year. A carelessly made one quickly runs out. 

It is of the greatest importance that the ground should” 
be thoroughly pulverized — made just as fine as plowing 
and spading, dragging and raking can make it. The 
surface soil should be loosened for a depth of five or 
six inches; and if there is a hard subsoil, it should be 
broken up, but not brought to the surface. Sometimes, 
when a new house is erected, the soil excavated for the 
cellar is scattered over the ground. To try to.grow a 
lawn in such soil is to waste both time and money. 

Early spring is the best time for sowing seed. If the 
ground has been made ready the previous fall, seed may 


be scattered on one of the last snows, for then it is 
easy to get uniform distribution and no covering will be 
necessary. In any case, a still day should be chosen, 
and it is a fact worth remembering that the stillest 
part of the day is between five and six o’clock in the 
morning. 

It is best for the average man to pur- 
chase one of the prepared lawn mixtures, 
telling his seedsman whether his land is 
exposed to full sunshine, or partly shaded. 
There are different mixtures for different 
situations.. If the land is poor, a generous 
application of fertilizer may be given, us- 
ing one of the lawn and garden brands, 
and raking it well into the earth before 
the seed is sown. Another plan is to 
seatter pulverized sheep manure over the 
lawn, as soon as the grass is well up. A 
little feeding will be needed each year; 
but barn yard manure should be avoided. 
It is almost sure to be full of weed seeds, 
and to make no end of trouble for the 
gardener. Sheep manure and the commer- 
cial fertilizers are much better. An appli- 


eation of hardwood ashes is also beneficial, 
if given in the spring, as it tends to impart 
a lustrous green to the lawn. 

The grass seed should be sown thickly;

but even then, there will be spots where it will not 
eateh, and where a second sowing must be made, After 
the seed is in the ground, a little soil should be raked 
over it and a roller run over the surface, in order to 
pack the soil and to insure quick germination. The roller 
must not be used, though, as long as the earth is moist 
enough to adhere to it. It is a good plan to roll the 
lawn every spring. A roller weighted with water is the 
most convenient, for the weight can be adapted to the 
person using it. 

Most established lawns require a little mending each 
spring, where bare patches appear. The best method is 
to rake over these patches, and to mix a little bone dust 
into the soil. A day or two later, another scratching 
with the rake may be given, and seed scattered thickly, 
choosing a cool, dull day. Weeds usually indicate un- - 


‘thrifty grass; so that fertilizers should be applied, 


and more seed sown, in the spring. Dandelion and dock 
may be dug out in the fall. Personally, I like the 
cheerful yellow blossoms of the former, being some- 
thing of a heretic, anyhow.

In the main, though, it is 
best to stick’ to standard varieties, and if you have a 
number of catalogs, they will help you. By going 
through the various lists in each, you will find certain 
sorts that they all contain. These are to be depended 
upon, you may be sure. They are the kinds that ex-

They seem to like a moist atmosphere, and thrive‘ par- 
ticularly well near the seashore. They do best if shel- 
tered somewhat from high winds; but 


they should not be shaded. One atten - 


tion they insist upon; they must have a 
constant supply of water. They also thrive 
well, if a mulch of partly decayed ma-

Roots may be purchased in June, and 
the first buds should be picked from 
the plant in order to get bigger and 
better ones later. 
2 if. one seeks really fine -flow- 
ers. The ‘dahlia. is. usually allowed to 
grow very tall in the home garden, so 
that it must be staked. An ever better 
plan is to pinch out the center, after, 
two or three. joints. have appeared. Then, 
a bushy growth will result; the plant 
will not become so tall, and staking 
will not be needed. It is best to allow 
each plant only a single stalk, although 
many growers allow two. 

As the flowers are easily killed by the 
frosts, it is always advisable to get them 
into bloom as early as possible; and. this 
result may be promoted by using a little 
nitrate of soda around each, plant, when 
the buds first appear. One ounce of this 
fertilizer may be used, dissolved in tweive quarts of 
water, in order to get the right proportions.

Of late, much interest in fireless brood- 


ers has been aroused, and brooders of this 


sort are now being used to a large extent. 
They are admirable for use after the 
very cold weather of late winter is over, 
and may be operated successfully at any 
season in a room or building which is 
reasonably warm. Some are made for 
indoor, and others for outdoor use. The 
management of these brooders is very 
simple, as there is no lamp to regulate, 
the chicks assembling under low, soft 
hovers and keeping each other warm. 
When only a few chickens are being 
grown, or where the poultry work is on 


a highly intensive plan, the fireless 
brooder gives excellent satisfaction. Most 
brooders of this type are very inexpen- 
sive, and some of them are designed to 
be discarded after one season’s use. 

Artificial brooding has one decided ad- 
vantage — the chicks raised in this way 
are not bothered with lice, at least not 
until are well grown. When chick- 
ens are hatched and reared under hens, 
they usually become infested with these 
pests; and their vitality is lessened as a 
result. If chickens raised in a brooder 
are not coddled and rendered weak and 
tender by too much heat, and not enough 
ventilation, they grow rapidly and make 
early layers.

Do not wash false hair; dry clean it. 
I use equal parts of white corn meal and 
Fullers’ earth. Make this dry mixture 
quite hot on the stove. Then, place the 
hair to be cleaned in a vessel, and com- 
pletely cover it with the mixture. After 
it has remained in this for an hour, rub 
it well between the hands. Then shake 
it out, lay it on a flat surface and brush 
it with a clean brush. With this treat- 
ment the hair should become glossy and 
soft. Always keep a brush and comb 
that you never use for anything but false 
hair. When not in use, always keep your 
false hair in a box where nothing else is 
kept. Never put hair pins in the same 
box. A little sachet bag, however, will 
give a sweet odor to the hair.

After having tried several patent

belting. I then sewed little loops of 
tape on my shirt waists, just where I 
wanted my belt to come—three loops 
on each waist, one in the center of the 
back, and one at each under arm seam. 
On a waist o in the back, the middle 
loop should sewed to the upper, or 
button hole, side of the waist. In put- 
ting the waist on, adjust the gathers in 
front, and then fasten the ends of the 
tape coming from the steel firmly about 
the middle. I slip this belt under the 
hook on the corset front, and have two 
hooks sewed on my skirt belt, near the 
middle of the back, by means of which 
I hook the dress skirt over the steel 
belt in the back.

The route to Champaign ‘(ninety-eight 
miles from Springfield) goes via Decatur, at 
which point is located Milliken university. 
Lincoln at one time practiced law here, and 
the old Lincolm cabin is still kept intact on 
its original site about seven miles west of 
the city. Champaign and Urbana, the twin 
cities of Diinois, owe their growth largely to 
the location of the state university, which 
is situated midway between them. Out of a 
veritable plain, with no material assets, has 
been evolved a campus of real beauty and 
appeal, an inspiration to the students and all 
who come in contact with it. 

At Danville, about half way on the route 
to Crawfordsville, the tourist is still sur- 
rounded by a Lincoln atmosphere. During 
his practice of law he was a figure in the 
streets of the city, and the balcony at the 
home of C. U. Feldkamp. 116 East Gilbert 
street, from which he delivered one of his 
famous orations, is still preserved.

Just beyond the speedway the route em- 
braces the beautiful Riverside drive, which 
carries the. tourist almost to the heart of 
the city. The first thing to greet the eye 
is the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ monument, lo- 
cated at the geographical center of the city, 
one of. the most imposing memorials in the 
world. 


Indianapolis Automobile Town.“ 
As the state capital and the largest city, 
Indianapolis is doubly interesting. Asacom- 
mercial center it is one of the most im- 
portant cities in the country, and particular- 
ly interesting to the automobile owner, being 
second to Detroit in the number of its auto- 
mobile factories. Its growth has been largely 
due to its railroad and traction facilities— 
the terminal for electric roads being the 
largest in the world. The lover of verse will 
find it especially appealing as the home of

Harrodsburg First White Settlement. 

Harrodsburg was the first white settlement 
in Kentucky and was located by Capt. Har- 
rod in IN and at that time became known as 
Harrodstown. Just east of Harrodsburg ws 
discover echoes of Daniel Boone, who spent 
his first winter in Kentucky in what & now 
known as Boone's cave. The quaint old court- 
house, complete in 1818, still standing at 
the head of Main street. Graham's Springs, 
close to the present town, was at one time the 
most famous summer resort in the south. 

About séven miles on the route to Lexing- 
ton we pase through one of the most inter- 
esting points of Mercer county—the old Sha- 
ker settlement and what is now known as 
Shakertown, founded in 1810, and for years 


one of the most prosperous and richest com- | 


munities in the state. They owned at one 

time over 7,000 acres of the finest bluegrass 

land, built their own houses, made their own | 
furniture, and raised their own flax and wool, 
which the women woveinto cloth. 

The route at this point forks, the righi 
branch going direct to the crossing of the 
Kentucky river at High bridge and the left 
via Brooklyn bridge. At the former  point— 
named because of the high railroad structure 
automobiles and other road conveyances 
must cross dy ferry, with a steep climb up the 
north bank. : 


High Bridge Worth Seeing. 

Because of the wonderful scenic. beauties 
at this particular point on the river the tourist 
could afford to make the side trip. to 

Highbridge, returning to the crossing at 
Brooklyn bridge via Shakertown. It is only 
a shore trip and offers many additional op- 
portunities of following quite closély the 
Kentucky river valley. We do not believe 
there is anything more beautiful than this 
valley, and the long winding grade down to 
Brooklyn bridge and a corresponding rise out 
of the valley will equal, if not surpass, any- 
thing to be found in the better known touring 
sections in the east.
